ffi EARLIER THIS week, a 
'1 spokesman for Atty .Gen. Ed- 
s ward H. Levi told The Dally 
News that the Justice Depart- 


ment soon would reveal details 
of the police-FBI tie. The de- 
tails were requested by Rep. 
Bella S. Azbug (D-N.Y.), 
whose House subcommittee on 
individual rights Is considering 
holding hearings on police spy- 
ing in Chicago and other cities. 

Mitchell also revealed that 
the FM had a file on Fred 
Hampton long before he Joined 
the Panthers. The file, Mlt- 
chell acknowledged, contained 
information gathered by FBI 
agent James Gerblick in 1967 
when Hampton ^ded th« 
Maywood (111.) N^ACP Youth 
Council. r 
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This testimony? appeared to 
conflict witii testixnony given 
earlier by Mitdiell's former 
boss, ex^Uiicago FBI chief 
Marlin W,, Johnson, who con- 
tended targets of “RM” in- 
vestigations .were violence- 
prone groups. ^ ^ 

Mitchell testify that the 
purpose of such Investigationf 
was to prosecute violators of 
federal laws, but said he 
couldn't recall any instance 
where a prosecution actually 
resulted. 

Pressed by Montgomery, he 
admitted the reason he 
couldn't recall was that there 
weren't any prosecutions.
